Pennsylvania is the kingdom of 
coal. 
The history of the industry 
is both tragic and romantic. 
It is believed the Indians made 
some use of coal, and the race that 
preceded them also made some use 
of it. 
It is known that the Indian 
carried bags of anthracite from the 
gapping valleys, and ran his forge 
with it in 1755 -seven long years 
before the white settlers, roaming 
through William Penn’s wilderness, 
had any suspicion that any such 
thing existed. When coal was found 
in 1762, it was by a iiroup of C on-1 
necticut Yankees, 
By the end of August of that 
year. 93 of them had traveled as 
far as the county of Luzerne. There 
they camped at the mouth of Mill 
Creek, on the Susquehanna. 
They 
were later joined by another group 
prospecting the land. 
Upon their 
return, they reported Anding both 
iron ore and anthracite in the 
Wyoming Valley. 
As far back as 1754 a committee 
from what was called the Susque­ 
hanna company had bought from 
the Ten Nations, at Albany, all land 
included in the 
Lackawanna and 
Wyoming valleys. 
The finding of anthracite caused 
much speculation among the Quak­ 
ers. 
The "Proprietary Government 
of Pennsylvania," which was 
the 
Penns’, sought to buy the land over 
again. 
Twq years later and 14 years aft­ 
er the Susquehanna company's pur­ 
chase. Penn’s agents went to Albany 
and as part of the Stanwix 
pur­ 
chase bought the same coal lands.

Meanwhile there has been a de­ 
creasing num ber of teachers, which 
combined with the increasing num ­ 
ber of pupils m eans a higher pupil- 
tr acher ratio and in most schools an 
increased size of class. 
There was 
a general tendency, however, to in­ 
crease class size in city school sys­ 
tems before the depression 
With the prospect of a greatly in­
